He was followed by Corporation
Commissloner Travis, of North Caro-
Ina, who discussed the details of the
settlement of the long-standing con-
troversy regarding rates between
North Carollna  and the railroads,
ospecially with reference 10 Lthe
departure from the fourth section of
the commerce act In the weslorn part
of North Carolina. The fourth sec-
tion forbids the charging of o higher
raote for a short haul than s charged
for a long haul. He declared if there
was any violatlon of this luw by the

proposed new rates It was more tech-
nleal than practienl. A real benefit to
the people of North Carolina, he de-

clared, should not be set aslde because
of n technieal point.

Mr, James, attorney, ropresenting the
“larger Virginlp | eities,” followed
Travis in opposition to the granting

of the application, which, he declured,
would work tremendous hardship upon
Virginia shippers, in that it would «dis-
turb the whole rate situation between
puinta on the Atlantte seaboard and
diseriminnte angalnst Virginin elties,
He  declared that the railronds had
been forced to make the =ettlement
with the North Carolinn oflicinls, and
that it could not be justitied on the
sound prineciple of transportation, but
was simply agreed to by the earrlers
because they wished to Keep “on the
good side of' North Carolinn people.
Pollard Presents Iirlef,
Attorney-General John Garland Pol-
lard, of Virginia, then presented a briet
In the case, and nddressed the commis-
sion at some length. After reviowing
the history of the case he strongly
emphasized the fact thert Virginia does
not object to North Carolina having
lower rutes; wants her to have them,
antd believes she should have them.
But, he atated, if they are granted
without relatlve reductions being glven
Virginia, the merchants of Loulsville
and Cincinnati will benefit, Virginia
merchants will lose a tremendous
amount of tronde with North Carolina,
without North Carolinn galning any
benetit.  The Interests of Virginla and
North Carolina, he declared, are so0 in-
terwoven that the rates to one State
could not be equitably considered with-
out regard to rates to the other.
“Virginia is not opposad to North
Carolina recelving lower freight rates,”
suld Attorney-Gieneral FPollard, *“but
inslats, if the rates are lowerod, that
proper reductions shall also be made
from, and to, Virginin citles at the
same time, and at least In ta thnt n
proper relationship of interstate riatos
es between North Carolina and Virginia

shall first be ascertained, pecording to
law by the tribunal crea by Con-
gress (Interstate Commerce Commlis-

slon) to determine such questions, and
that such relationship of Interstate
rates shall not be determined by pri-
vate agreemont between the rallroads
in North Carolinw and that State,

“To grant the application of the rail-
roids In this case will wark irreparnble

Inquiry to the Virginla cltles, as tes-
tified by our representatives at the
Greensboro hearing in Decomber,

“We suggest to this commission that
this case be held In abeyance untll the
commission ¢an take up thae whole
questlon of adjustment of Interstate
rates betweaeen Virginla and North Caro-
lina and the West with a view to %al-
lowing an adjustment that will be
equitable to Virginio.

Will Abanid Power.

“If an order Is Issued in this case,
which came to the commission follow-
Ing an agrecinent between the rallroads

and the State of North Carvglinn, will
it not indieate its approval of the
making of intorstite rates by tha Statn
politieal power, and thus bring about

an abandonment by the Interstate Com-
meres Commi on of Its own powers?

“If the carriers ‘sucrifice’ Virginin to
buy the ‘good-will' of North Carolina,
will the carriers not In turn arouse the
I-will of Virginin, and thus destroy
the harmony which {t Is the commlis-
slon's duty to maintain?’

The hearing was closed with argu-
ment by R, Walton Moore, attorney for
the railroads concerned: He outlined
the numerous cascs before the com-
mission of which the proposed rates
nre a gsettlement. He showed that ow-
ing to competitive conditlons existing
In Virginin, and not in North Carolina,
tho raflroads had a right to maintaln
higher rates in North Carolina than in
Virginia. But he stressed the point
that there wns nothing In the condi-
tlons provalling that would prevent the
rivilroads from lowering rates in North
Carolinn if they wanted to, and that
the Virginia cltiez could mnko no sound
nb‘{_ncmm to such redudtions.
